FORESTRY MATTERS 


BRIEFLY DISCUSSED 


Interview With Prof. McDowell of 


the Nevada State Uni- 


versity. 


Professor E. H. Mo Ltowell of the Ex- 


periment Station at the Nevada State 
UnivBrsity gave the JousNiL some in- 
teresting 
information 
yesterday in 


interview. 


"Tbe State of Nevada is not general- 


ly supposed to be a forest region, bat 
there are within its limits sufficient 
timber to supply tbe needs of our pop- 
ulation for some time. 


"These forests are prinoipa'ly on the 


Sierrau foothills, but there are a num- 
ber of isolated tree belts in the central 
and eastern portions of the State. 


"Yet the time will come when these 


uroves will 
be destroyed 
and 
our 


wooded hills will be bleak and bare. 
Reforesting will he our only hope. 
Way not commence now?

est scnle aud will not only win fop the 
farmer who nndertakaa this work ap- 
preciation by his fellows*, but will 
probably pat dollars in his pocket.
